Deponent faith, there was no Cakes, Gobbets, 
or Clods of Blood, in or about any of his Clothes, 
Linnen or Wollen : nor was there any Note 'in 
any of them; and this Deponent afterwards, 
waſhed all the ſaid Clothes, Linnen and Wollen, 
and before ſhe waſhed them, viewed them well : 
and there was no ſpots, ſipnes, or marks. of any 
blood, in or upon his Shirt, Waſtcoat, Drawers, 
or any other of his Clothes, Linnen or Wollen ; 
but this Depanent ſayeth , that there were ſome 
ſpots, in the ſaid Shirt, Waſtcoat, and Drawers, 
of a greeniſh Colour , which was dryed on them; 
and there was alſo a great many: ſpots of .white 
Wax, dropped on his Clothes, and Stockins; and 
this Deponent further faith, that the Body. of 
the ſaid Sir Edmond-Bury Godfry, when this De- 
ponent waſhed it, did not ſtink; nor were his 
 Clothestattered, or ragged, but ſound and whole, 
as they were when he went out of his.
